present railroad mileage of the country 
has been overwhelmed by bankruptcy 
This is part of the free trade pro 
gramme. 
It is proposed to impor 


lar^e quanities of coal, of iron ore, o 
wool, of salt and other commodities 
free. 
This merchandise will come ir 


free in foreign ships at our ports and 
reduce our internal commerce. 
As a 


result a hundred thousand or more rail- 
road employees will be laid off, and 
soon half the railroads of the country 
will be in the hands of receivers. The 
stoppage of manufacturing has stopped 
transportation. It was only the other 
day The Press brought out the startling 
fact that for every dollar a certain 
manufacturing concern paid in wages 
direct to its own employees it paid 
two dollars for railroad freight. 
Thus 


when Mr. Wilson dooms this industry 
and closes the factory door, for every 
one man discharged by the manufac- 
turer two will be laid off by the rail- 
road company.

Manchester Ship Canal. 


The c ipening of the ship canal from one 


of tbe mouths of the Mersey river near 
Liverpool to Manchester Jan. 1 will be 
an event second only in importance to 
the opening of the Suez canal itself. 
The canal is 85} miles long. It will 
bring the cotton of New Orleans and 
Galveston directly to the great factories 
of Manchester without its breaking bulk 
at Liverpool and being shipped by rail, 
as is now the case. It must have some 
effect < o lower the price and increase the 
sale of cotton goods of the finer grades 
all over the world. The queen herself 
ought to open the Manchester canal, as 
she did the waterworks of Glasgow. 
It is an event important enough to at- 
tract her majesty to Manchester. 


The canal was projected in 1882. Liv- 


erpool has 490 acres of docks, and these 
would, many of them, be left desolate if 
a ship canal were built that should carry 
Bteamors directly past Liverpool to Man- 
chester. Therefore the dock aud railway 
interests set themselves against the ca- 
nal with all their combined force. The 
matter w-as brought before parliament, 
and-the opposing, interests fought the 
thing out tooth and nail,- The 'canal 
company spent $600,000 trying to per- 
suade parliament to give it a charter. It 
is not claimed that this was used in ac- 
tual bribery or "promoting" the canal, 
as was the case in the Panama affair, 
but eiperts were brought from all over 
the world to show that the project was 
feasible. The American Captain Eads 
amon;{ others received a fee of $20,000. 
At last the canal won, as progressive en- 
teroriies do finall v.

Literati; Leaping Over tlio W»vc«—In- 


flulRfl HHg>) Which Act us I>raf» Upon 
the Wounded Lcviutlmns—Hunters Skill- 
ed In Frulunittcc. 
On the northwestern coast of Washing- 


ton live the remnant of a tribe of Indians 
who are great sea hunters, masters of the 
whale. A writer in the San Francisco Bul- 
letin thus tells of a hunt in which he was a 
nervous participant: 


Suddenly half a dozen canoes were pushed 


off, although there was a heavy swell, and 
the water was breaking in a threatening 
manner on the beach. 
The weapon em- 


ployed in whale hunting consists of a long 
barbed t>penr. Tbe body is made of wood 
and is perhaps Ifl feet in length. It is so 
made that tlie moment the sliai'p, lancelike 
barb enters the thick skin of the whale the 
wood becomes detached, but the barb stays 
deeply imbedded in the harpooned flsh, at 
tached to the boat by a small line. There 
are in each canoe several of these spears 
and a number of dog seal skins inflated 
with air, which are made fast to the line 
whose end is again fast to the lance. Thus, 
when a whale la struck and goes down, he 
has to carry with him this inflated bag. 
The Indians also had shorter spears, which 
are employed at closer quarters. 


At the time indicated the big game was 


several miles out to sea, but there were 
seven stalwart Si washes in each canoe dip- 
ping their oars in the water with the 
rhythm of machinery, and it was not long 
before the little fleet lay directly in the 
course of the leviathans. They formed a 
horseshoe, with the ends flaring toward the 
fish. In every how there stood a spears- 
man with lauco partially upraised, whose 
rigid form, tense, strained, expectant, 
seemed carved. Every paddle except that 
of the steersman was lifted from the water 
ready to descend with iustant precision 
and send the light craft literally leaping 
over the waves. 


Thus the Indians sat for 15 minutes. 


Finally in a moment a monster humpback 
whale broke through the water 100 yards 
to the right and further seaward. A mo- 
ment more and a second whale spouted a 
stream skyward not 50 feet from the canoe 
next the one in which I sat, an excited and 
somewhat frightened observer. In absolute 
silence the tw canoes on either side of the 
fish slipped over the water toward the un- 
suspecting game, and in another second the 
spear from one of them shot through the 
air, hurled by a giant Indian. It was well 
aimed and struck the whale hard and deep, 
burying the lancu in its side. S\vifter than 
thought the wounded monster struck the 
water with bis flukes, breaking into small 
pieces the long shaft of wood, and sinking 
sent the two big bladders skimming over 
tbe water for a moment aud then out of 
Bight downward. 


Amateur oarsmen or professionals who 


think they can propel their racing boats 
should have seeu the canoes literally ft; 
after that wounded humpback. Every stif 
paddle threatened to break, and the mus- 
cles stood out across the naked breasts ant 
bared arms of the hunters as they shot 
along. After a little one after anothei 
dropped behind, and they were strung ou' 
over quite a distance. This was in order tc 
"cover" as much water a« possible, for i 
was impossible to tell where the woundei 
whale would rise to spout. But he did no 
long remain below, and before he reache< 
the surface the inflated skin came up am 
told somewhere near the point of his reap 
poarance. 


When the big, black, shining skin showct 


above the water, there were two canoes 
near enough to sink each a short shaft int 
its exposure. As I he wounded monste 
felt the incision he again disappeared, bu 
he had six skins to drag down instead o 
two this time, and the blood which spurte 
from his sidss, coloring the water fo 
quite a distance, told how well the nativ 
muscle and skill had co-operated. 


Again the Indians raced over the water 


but this time tbe wliale remained longe 
under and went farther. He had out trav 
eled the hunters, and despite their franti 
efforts sank again before they canie nea 
him. But he evidently did not like th 
load of air he took bottomward, for he soo 
came up. Fortune favored the natives, fo 
still another lauce, to whose line wer 
three skins attached, plunged into his sid< 


The furious fish now failed to sound, an> 


as the canoes came up and circled abou 
his great tail came down, catching one 
breaking it into pieces, in some unaccoun 
able way sending a fragment into the sid 
of one Indian and breaking the arm of an 
other. But it was evident that the batt 
was nearly done, for the water was literal- 
ly incarnadined with the life flow of the 
whale, and as spear after spear found its 
way into his sides and back his efforts to 
escape ceased altogether. 
Finally, with a 


last attempt to wreak further vengeance 
on his pursuers, the big flsh lay dead on tlie 
water.
